moufly 
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raoufly agreed to commit the Paper to the? 
flames ; when, to the otter aftonifhtncnt of 
the audience, it remained perfect and uo- 
confumed in the roidft of the fire. Hugo 
•perceiving this, immediately, at the rifk of 
his fingrrr,fejted the paper, and* with the 
g reateft indignation tore it into a thoufand 
pieces. — But, behold the permanency and . 
cohefire energy of Truth, — the particles 
inllantly flew together again by the power 
of attraclion, forming the whole com- 
plete as before ; which yet continued bo- 
veriug about the Yoom as if animated ! 
The Boudinnoirs, on feeing this, were ftriick 
•with a general panic ; — but Do&or Drnb- 
bem, having more refolotion than the reft, 
tapping forth, fecurcd the fugitive paper ; 
and afterwards depofited it among the na-
